O. H. Sheppard, "Chairman: of the 
Hospital Board, stated that the 
Board was most pleased to be able 
to pass on to the taxpayers of the 
District, this: much tax relief. 

“Last year we had to ask for a’ 
Small raise, but this reduction more 
than off-sets it. and makes it the! 
lowest millage in the history of our 
District", he said. "We were able 
te do this as the result of increased 
valuation in the District, partially, 
but primarily to the increased ef- 
ficiency in hospital operation.” “It 
has been done”, he said, “without 
harm to the Board's continued pro- 
gram of improvement of medical 
services to the area.”

County Tax Roll 
In Billion $ Class 


Palm Beach County's tax asses- 
sment roll passed the billion dol- 
lar inaik this year according to 
the. annual roll which County As | 
sessor James Owens submitted io 
the County Commission this week. 

Owens said the current roll rep- 
resents an increase in assessments 
6^ $64,296,000 over last year and 
the total property valuation avail- 
able for extension of taxes this year 
is $871,851,575. 

Of the total amount, Owens said, 
a total of $188,984,000 in property 
valuations „is listed as exempt by 
homestead exemption. Homestead 
valuations, the commission learned, 
are up $17,814,760 over the figure 
for last year. 

A. breakdown of the tax assess- 
ments which were certified to the 
commission, show noh exempt real 
estate, $778,402,610; non exempt 
tengible personal. property, $83.- 
418,560; railroad and telegraph, 
$10,030,405. : 

Owens said based on last year's 
tax levy, the new property valua- 
tions should raise about a million 
dollars more in taxes this year. He 
explained that of this amount, the 
school board would receive about 
$500,000 and the county board's 
proportionate share of the in- 
crease would be about $350,000.

From 1953 through 1957, red 
meat production for slaughter in 
Florida has been increasing. Last 
year's volume, however, turned 
back to about the 1953 level, the 


F)orida State Chamber of Com-| 


merce said yesterday. 

Drops in slaughter volume of 
cattle are expected: at intervals, 
the State Chamber pointed out, 
resulting from a combination of 
forces related to markets, competi- 
tion and the desire of producers to 
either cull or build up herds. Com- 
pared to 1957, caftle slaughter 
dropped 18 per cent and calves 29 
per cent last year. Hogs and pigs 
were only slightly down. 

Making up the 1958 slaughter 
volume were 343,000 cattle weigh- 
ing 276,701,000 pounds; 160,300 
calves weighing 42,246,000 pounds; 
532,500 hogs and pigs at 111,229,- 
000 pounds and 1,500 sheep at 102,- 
00€ pounds. J 

By the end of last year, cattle 
rumbers in Florida were up4 per 
cent, totaling 2,011,000.
